U. S. MEN BARE 
$100,000 FORGERY 
IN PRISON WALLS 


Score Are Seized After 
| Confession Made 
-in Chicago\ 


An amazing story of forgery and 
counterfeiting, carried on by a band 
of twenty-five men in the federal prison 
in Fort Leavenworth, was revealed yes- 
terday through the arrest in Chicago 
of several of the participants. 

The arrests, which were made after 
six weeks’ work by Peter Drautzberg 
and W. G. Harper, assistants to Capt. 
Thomas I. Porter, chief of the Chicago 
district of the United. States secret 
service, turned up the entive —_— 
acy. 

The forgery, from which onan 
$100,000 has been realized through the 
use of many names of promirience, in- 
volved the printing of 1,000 subtreasury 
checks, calling for $100 each, as well 


as the United Fruit company of New 
Orleans. The printing of these was 
done in the prison printing office at 
Fort Léavenworth. 


Also Forged Letterheads. | 
In order to get paper on which te} 
print the private checks the prisoners 
had to obtain supplies of the best bank 
paper. So they wrote for samples to 
the leading supply houses of the coun- 
On .a large number of the phony 
checks the name “C. Skelton Wil 
liams” was written. These checks 
passéd more readily than any, it be- 
ing hastily assumed by the recipient 
that it was drawn at the instance of 
John Skelton Williams, a high treas- 
ury official. 


Innocent Man Bafes Plot. 
' The ‘denouement came through the 
atrestof an innocent man, a former | 
soldier who had been a prisoner, but 
who, it developed, had taken no part 
in the swindle.* This youth was seized 
on the complaint of a St. Louls busi- 
ness man who met him on the train. 
He was chummy and told all about 
himself to his chance acquaintarice, 
and it. was no trouble to find him in 
Chicago after the St. Louisan learned 
the check he had cashed was bogus.

After} 
his arrest at 168 Hill street he con-} 
fessed and implicated fifteen to twenty 
men. Among these were Arthur Mathe- 
son, 1937 North Marshfield avenue; 
Alfonso Jones, a colored man, and Joe 
Wilson. They were all held in $10,000 
bonds each.

criminals, few, if any, ever conceived the notion 
of preventing them from committing crimes; or if 
they did commit crimes, of punishing them.

THE SEARCH AND SEIZURE BILL. 

When the assembly passed the search and seiz- 
are bill it placed the governor in a situation which 
fair men must recognize as difficult. The majority 
of the people of Illinois evidently is considered by 
the legislature be what politics classifies as dry. 
The federal a dment for prohibition was ratified 
at Springfield and the search and seizure bill must 
be taken as another expression of state sentiment 
against the liquor traffic. 

It cannot be denied that those who favor this 
bill are those who are for abolishing the use of 
intoxicants in any form or quantity by any means 
conceivable. But the bill is much more than a 
declaration of policy against the liquor traffic. It 
is a measure for the execution of that policy and 
its terms raise an issue apart from the temperance 
question. Citizens who favor prohibitory legisla- 
tion may well differ on this bill, which, according 
to the plain import of its terms, would permit the 
invasion of the citizen's domestic privacy on “such 
a small showing,” as Chief Justice Olson puts it, 
“as is contained in the language ‘just and reason- 
able to believe.’” In another section of the law it 
is declared that “every dwelling, home, residence, 
house, hotel, apartment, or other place whatso- 


_ ever where intoxicating liquor ig used or in any 


manner disposed of is a common fWisance,” and 
the one who owns or keeps it is subject to fine and 
imprisonment. 

It is asserted by the champions of this measure 
that it does not reach personal use in homes or 
even in clubs. But the emphatic phraseology of the 
latter section does not justify this theory. 

We believe it is true that the framers of the bill 
are zealots who would not hesitate to send individ- 
uals to prison for a long term of years if by such 
penalty they could prevent drinking. We are not 
arguing whether this is wisdom from the social 
point of view or noj, but certainly the method of 
enforcing liquor laws, or any laws, involves prin- 
ciples of essential liberty, of civil right for which 
generations of our forbears were ready to fight 
and die. There is no maxim of higher repute in 
our jhistory than :the proud dictum that “an Eng- 
lishman’s house is his castle,” and if Americans of 
this generation have lost respect for it and are 
willing to throw the doors of their homes open 
to the agents of government for anything but the 
most compelling reasong, then the temper of our 
people has seriously changed for the worse. 

We do not believe it has so changed. On the 
contrary, we are confident that measures so dras- 
tic and ill guarded as the search and seizure bill 
are certain to bring about a reaction against the 


dividual by public laws, a tendency which more and 
more infringes upon that individual liberty which 
through generations past was the base of our po- 
litical conceptions, and which, we think, is still 
dear to our people. 

As challenged by this issue raised me the 


search and seizure bill, the governor is put in a 


rather unfair position. With an, exceptional rec- 
ord for constructive legislation i nXoffice, Mr. Low- 
den may well look to a future of greater prefer- 
ment, perhaps to the highest in the nation. This 
prospect ought not to be clouded by a confused 
issue. The sentiment of the state favors prohibi- 
tion and adequate legislation to realize it. But 
the search and seizure act goes beyond this and 
opens the door to abuses of administration. The 
governor conscientiously must oppose unjustifiable 
invasion of individual liberty and the privacy of 
the home, while favoring the proper enforcement 
of the declared policy of the state. But he can per- 
form both duties by returning the search and seiz- 
ure bill for appropriate amendment. Fortunately, 
there remains time for the as8embly to act upon. 


THE OLD STORY.

Admiral Rodman, in command of our battle fleet 
at Scapa Flow. knew avout the British device and 
told the house nayal affairs committee that if we 
shad in our fleet ships carrying torpedo- -aeroplanes 
F they could be made very effective against the 
enemy. But this was eight years after Admiral 
Fiske’s propqsal, during which period our navy 
department slept on it—while the British worked it 
out. 

It would be interesting to know how much hos. 
pitality there is in our navy to new ideas. How 
much does pull, or personality, or prejudice have 
to do with officia) decision and department activi- 
ties? What handicap have enterprising. resource- 
ful, progre=sive men to take from bureaucratic 
inertia, small mindedness, and jealousy? In public 
service the world over the man who stirs things up, 
who challenges’ routine with improvement, is 
strangled if possibile. In private business he goes

EVERYBODY WAS READING IT.

-MEXICO AND CUBA. 

Every Mexican knows, or thinks he knows, that 
any movement which would result in placing 
Mexico on a basis similar to that of Cuba must 
It is true that, thanks 
to the United States, Cuba enjoys prosperity and 
a stable govefnment. It is true that Mexico en- 
joys neither. But we cannot allow mere con- 
siderations of security, order and progress to in- 
terfere with our judgment. | 

On the contrary, a philosophical view of his- 
tory may suggest that it is demoralizing for a 
country to settle down into a dull, if comfort- 
able, routine of work by day and sleep by night.

[ THOREAU'S DREAM FULFILLED | 


BY EYE WITNESS. 


the four and twenty years of Thoreau’s Journal, I 
came on this, which has a real news bearing on 
matters of public concern that the board of forest 
ppreserve commissioners of Cook county is anxious 
to have tke taxpayers think about: 


“What barbarians we are!” Thoreau jotted in} 


his journal while resting of an evening during one 
of his hikes out of Massachusetts into New Hamp- 


shire and back again—‘“ what barbarians we are!/ 


The convenience of the traveler is very little con- 
sulted. He merely has the privilege of crossing 
somebody’s farm by a particular narrow and maybe 
unpleasant path. The individual retains all other 
rights—as to trees and fruit, and, wash of the road, 
etc. The road should be of ample width and 
adorned with trees expressly for the use of the 
traveler. There should be broad recesses in it, 
especially at springs and watering places, where 
he can turn out and rest, or camp if he will. 
commonly as if I were condemned to drive through 
somebody’s cowyard or huckleberry pasture by a/' 
narrow lane, and if I make a fire by the roadside 
to boil my hasty pudding, the farmer comes run- 
ning over to see if I am not burning up his stuff. 
You are barked along through the country from 
door to door.” 

The point of that is that the forest preserve of 
Cook county today provides the woodland traveler, 
be he faring by auto or on foot, with precisely the 
desirable things which, sixty years ago, Thoreau 
said were his due. 

Wonderful as is the beauty and great as is the 
extent of our forest preserve, relatively few of thp 
people who have helped to pay for as comprehend 
what a boon if is. 

It was only three or four years ago that no party 
of young men bent on two or three days of inex- 
pensive outing in the woods could fare out of the 
metropolitan area of Cook county without, liter- 
ally, being “ barked along through the country from 
door to door.” 

Once when I was making my way‘through a 
northerly section of the preserve with a young 
workingman he told me about all that. 

“Why last summer,” said he, “me and some 
friends of mine moved from place to’ place through 
the preserve for two weeks, and all that time we 
never ate in a hotel once! Cooked in the woods, 
loafed in the woods, and nothing and nobody to 
‘worry us. We felt like we was on our own prop 
I suppose in a way we was. 

“Only a féw years ago it wasn’t that way. Be- 
fore the preserve was opened they’d chase us— 
even pinch us. You couldn’t get any where. If 
you even stopped by the roadside they'd be after 


you with the dog, and maybe a shot , and if 
you get intoa bit of grove to eat lunch they’d raise 
a holler. ‘Here, here, private property! I pay 


taxes here!’—and you’d have to duck. Most al- 
ways when they didn’t chase you they were out 
for the quarters and dimes. No, sir, you couldn't 
get anywhere.” 

Those ugly days are gone for the poor man wish- 
ful to hike through rural Cook county and to linger 
by the wayside. The forest preserve commission- 
ers have got us by that stage of barbarism at 
least. 

For to turn city pent humans back into nearby! 
woods and to make them comfortable there is the 
whole aim of the governors of the preserve, and 
they are working out their aim almost as if they 
had Henry David Thoreau at their elbow as mentor. 

“A road of ample width and adorned with 
trees expressly for the use of the traveler,” was 
Thoreau’'s first demand. 

Well, merely a detail in recent planting opera- 
tions amid the 15,000 acres of our preserve has 
been the setting out of an avenue of elms along 
the county highway running southeast of Wheeling 
and leading into some of the choicest sections 
of the preserve. 

That, of course, is work done for posterity, and 
posterity ought to’ be much obliged, for in twenty 
to thirty years it will be walking beneath an aisle 
of elms two miles long. It will be proud of the 
trees. ‘They are all from a single parent tree and 
will develop a uniformity of type that, in the 
mass, will make for extraordinary grace. 

Thoreau wanted “broad recesses” in his road. 
Such little bays of green the commissioners are 


opening up every few miles of the great complex | 
of concrete highways which in a few years are| 


going to make every tract of the preserve; from 
the Lake county line on the north to Chicago 
Heights on the south, as accessible to vehicular 
traffic as a city park, but never as crowded, be- 
cause by the time the preserve system of highways 
is completed the preserve itself will comprise not 
15,000 but 30,000 acres. 


Right now fifty-three miles of concrete highway] 


are under way at a cost of $24,000 a mile. 

In the bays of green, and deeper in the woods, 
are the places for fires that Thoreau wanted so 
that he could boil his hasty pudding without being 
chased from God's prospect by thé menacing 
farmer and the fearsome dog. 

Not only do the assistant’ foresters and care, 
takers working under the eye of Chief Forester. 
Ransom Kennicott mark out the fire places at 
convenient points, but during the winter they ac- 
cumulate piles of woodland debris which are at 
the disposal of the campers whom summer brings. 


A spring was a kind of holy place in Thoreau’s 
walks. 
and clean them out. Without, perhaps, knowing 
it, Kennicott’s men have taken a leaf from Tho- 
reau’s book, for one of the principal building ac- 
tivities in the preserve is the inclosing of springs 
in concrete works and the driving of wells. Nor. 
do they stop there in their creation eel new water 
supplies. 

By the: building of a.dam, the scueinih of which | 
was so inexpensively but ingeniously worked out:} 
that it cost only $500, they have created a thirty 
acre lake, twelve feet deep and ending with a trim 
little waterfall in behind Camp Reinberg, where 
the poor children selected by various Cook county 
social service organizations come for a ten days’ 
outing in batches of 200 all summer long. It’s a 
spring fed lake, surrounded by oak clad slopes— 
the gem of the whole northern section of the 


sunken meadow land. "Tis no scum covered pool, 
either, for did you know that water over eight 
feet deep sweetens itself? I picked that up from 

a forester. 

And last winter they shoved several tons of 
clean sand out on the ice at one point on the 
lake and when the ice melted this spring the 
sand sank, and there was a strip of sandy bath- 
ing beach all ready for Oom Reinberg’s poor 
children. 

But they didn’t stop there. Last week they 
dumped a carload of black bass and blue gills 
into their new lake, and the fishing will be free. 

Thoreau should worry! 

All he asked for was a decent road, a fire hole, 
and some trees. The -forest preserve commis- 
sioners give his disciples concrete roads, elm ave- 
nues, kitchens, comfort stations, bathing beaches, 
and a lake full of fish. 

All for nothing.

A few months ago when I was far out 
in the regions of the Caspian sea in 
northern Persia (you will guess that I 
was engaged upon the Baku “stunt ae © 
cut off from civilization, I mentioned in 
one of my letters to my uncle, Thomas 
Charlton, Chicago, ‘that I should much 
appreciate an occasional U. S. A. news- 
paper and it was then that he placed an 
order for the forwarding of your paper 
daily for three months. 

I wish to say that I have received the 
copies regularly and have been greatly 
interested in the columns of your paper. 
The American view is always a progres- 
sive one and I fancy you must be the 
leaders in American journalism, for THE 
TRIBUNE is really a very fine daily, and 
tt has brightened many hours for myself 
and my “ chums.” Strange, but wherever 
one goes one finds Americans and 
Mesop. and Persia are no exception to 
this rule. To quote just a few cases.

Mr., Tawney was 64 years old. For 
eighteen years he was a member of 
congress. He was first elected in 
1892 and retired in 1911. 
It was Congressman Tawney who 
was indirectly responsible for the split’ 
in the Republican party in 1912." As 
chairman of the appropriations com- 
mittee he had charge of the passage of 
the Payne-Aldrich tariff bill, to which 
the Progressives in the Republican 
party raised so many objections. Corm- 
ing as he did from the Progressive 
state of Minesota, Tawney was in seri- 
ous trouble and it was to aid him that 
former President Taft delivered the 
celebrated Winona speech, which did 
much to bring about the conditions 
that precipitated the split in the Re- 
publican party in 1912.

Instead, Mr. BurleSon said, the 
commission ought to make an in¢esti- 
gation of its own and submit its rec. 
ommendations as to rates. He would 
not, however, consent to suspend the 
etforcement of the new rate program 


Council Action Unlikely. 

Tle city council committee on gas, 
oil, and electric light, which planned 
to have a delegation leave last night 
for Washington to protest against the 
new rates, held two sessions during*the 
jay and may decide to abandon the 
trip. Mayor Thompson sent word to 
the committee that he would not ac- 
company any delegation for this pur- 
rose, saying that he believed the mat- 
ter could best be handle@ through the 
Chicago members in congress.

A Vegetable to Eat Now. 


“Kohlrabi usually is found in the 
market the middle of June ahd is best 
for the table when quite young, being 
then more tender and delicate,” says 
an old book describing foods, a wéalth 
of them, in the New York markets of 
fifty years back. 

In, our. markets thé kohirabi ap- 
peared this year in the first week of 
June, and right now is the best time to 
eat this vegetable, which the old writer 
says is considered sweeter than either 
cabbage or white turnip. It is certain- 
ly much sweeter, if not cooked in 
enough water to drown it, and with 
enough fire to turn it to wood. 

Strip ft, peel it unless it is young and 
straight from the gardém, slice it thin 
and put it into a little boiling lightly 
salted water, in a small aluminum ket- 
tle closely covered, over a bit of fire}. 
and it will be tender in fifteen minutes. 
It ‘will and should be beautifully green. 
With too much fire the green will be 
cooked out of it. When done butter it 
and have as delicate a vegetable al- 
ynost as grows. If ft is not this you 
may bé sure it was a little old or you 
have not cooked it gently. ,
